Term Definitions

Regional snapshot report series — report series on existing conditions in the region, focusing on
complex subjects that will need to be addressed in the Regional Comprehensive Plan; initial
topics include sustainability, jobs-housing balance, and demographic change

Regional vision — narrative description of the region’s desired future characteristics in 2040, deriving
from and building on the goal-setting processes for the 2040 Regional Framework Plan
(Common Ground) and the 2030 Regional Transportation Plan

Visioning event — joint meeting of all CMAP working committees, coordinating committees, advisory
committees, the Board of Directors, and the Metropolitan Planning Organization, as well as
other partner agencies and elected officials

Potential implementation strategies — actions that could be taken to achieve regional goals (such as
redeveloping brownfields, expanding transit service, implementing stormwater best
management practices, and many others)

Alternative scenarios — forming of different possible future conditions based on combinations of
implementation strategies; alternative scenarios will be evaluated and considered to determine
their effectiveness in meeting the regional vision

Scenario evaluation measures — evaluative measures derived from the regional vision that will be used
to access the effectiveness of alternative scenarios
